
Traffic concerns should not 
be looked at'piecemear 

COUNCIL CONSIDERS RANGE OF TRAFFIC ISSUES, INCLUDING TOWN CENTRE CROSSING 


ONE of Lyme Regis’ longest-running is¬ 
sues, traffic management, was raised 
again by the town council last week, as 
some members argued they should be 
looking at the problem as a whole and not 
“piecemeal”. 

Members of the council’s Planning & Highways 
Committee considered a number of traffic issues 
at last week’s meeting, including safety concerns 
in Timber Hill and in Colway Lane due to in¬ 
creased traffic caused by the new development at 
Woodberry Down, as well as the possibility of cre¬ 
ating a pedestrian crossing in Broad Street. 

However, some councillors argued that the only 
solution to Lyme’s traffic problems was to look at 
them as a whole, rather than individually. 

Supported by Councillor Cheryl Reynolds, Lyme 
resident Lizzie Wiscombe, who is registered blind, 
put forward the case for a pedestrian crossing in 
Broad Street, preferably where the pavement is al¬ 
ready widened outside the former borough council 
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offices. She said she had recently been turned 
down for a guide dog, as Lyme’s roads were 
deemed too “unsafe”. 

“It would also help mothers with prams, children 
would be safe, and the elderly,” she added. 

“I really think it’s time Lyme Regis tried to 
change and helped residents to be safe on the 
road.” 

Councillor Brian Larcombe also spoke in favour 
of a crossing, suggesting the most appropriate type 
of crossing would be a puffin, but he pointed out 
that this would result in a loss of parking spaces as 
zigzag lines would have to be painted on the road. 

Councillor Michaela Ellis said: “Years ago we 
looked into a zebra crossing and that’s why we 
ended up with the widened pavement which comes 
out to create a reduced width crossing. That’s the 
best they could offer us without losing too many 
parking spaces. 

Matter of principle 

“My concern is that the zigzag lines will result in 
loss of parking spaces. You also have lorries and 
vans parking on the wrong side of road for deliv¬ 
eries to businesses; if you also have people stop¬ 
ping for a crossing it’s going to cause an awful jam 
in the town. 

“It all comes down to the fact that we’ve got to 
start getting everything enforced in the town. We 
need a complete traffic look at this town; we’re 
doing all these things piecemeal and then things 
don’t happen in conjunction with everything else.” 

Councillor Larcombe agreed that the council 
needed to look at the whole traffic system, saying 
he had recently suggested doing so while the 
Church Street closure was “fresh in our minds”, 
but he added: “That’s a bigger question and the 


crossing could form part of that.” 

“It’s the principle of whether or not we should 
provide some for visually impaired residents and 
visitors and there’s no crossing in the town at the 
moment at all... We could pursue this as a matter 
of principle,” he added. 

Councillor Stan Williams said he was concerned 
that local traders would not be in favour of a cross¬ 
ing, as some had complained when two spaces 
were previously lost for the widening of the pave¬ 
ment. 

The Mayor, Councillor Owen Lovell, com¬ 
mented: “Having had the road closure, perhaps it 
is the time we push for traffic to go one-way 


through Lyme, because then you could park up the 
other side of Broad Street and a pedestrian cross¬ 
ing would not be detrimental to traders. 

“The best thing we can hope for is to change the 
way the traffic flow moves.” 

Councillor Larcombe replied: “That’s going to 
take a long time for us to get to something reason¬ 
able, whereas this is more needed now. I don’t 
want to have to hear about an unfortunate accident 
of someone crossing the road because there wasn’t 
a safe place to do it.” 

The mayor asked how many accidents there had 
been in Lyme Regis as a result of people crossing

BRIDPORT resident Anthony Hurst was born 
on December 5th 1938 in University College 
London, where his mother had been a nurse 
and where she met his father, a barrister. 

When the war broke out he was sent to live 
with his grandparents in Lyme Regis, who 
lived in an old gamekeeper's cottage on the 
edge of the town belonging to Alban 
Woodroffe - founder of the Woodroffe 
School. 

He attended Christ's Hospital in West Sus¬ 
sex, a day and boarding school, and after he 
spent some time in London before joining 
The Devonshire and Dorset Regiment in Ex¬ 
eter. 

Anthony has two grandchildren and sev¬ 
eral grandchildren and recently his first 
greatgrandchild. 


• TELL us a bit more about your time in the 
army... 

I joined The Devonshire and Dorset Regiment in 
Exeter. I was commissioned and sailed in January 
1959 to Cyprus where the EOKA Emergency was 
beginning to scale down. 

I returned to Plymouth in 1961, then six months 
in Libya in 1962/3 where I was involved in a major 
earthquake. I was in Northern Ireland for six 
months, then training recruits in Exeter. 

In 1964 I went to Singapore to learn Malay, the 
national language of Malaysia, Jungle Warfare 
Training in Malaya then Borneo for six months, 
chasing Indonesians around the jungle. 

In 1966 I was posted to Germany at the height 
of the Cold War. I left the army in 1970 and joined 
Unilever. 



Dorset and I knew I was going to come back here 
and eventually I made it. 

The scenery is magical, the hills are wonderful, 
it is more open than Devon, which is also a beau¬ 
tiful place. It is interesting that the western end 
of Dorset is completely different to the eastern 
end, the Isle of Purbeck is quite different.

I would invite Nelson Mandela, I think he was a 
wonderful man; John Stuart Mill, he was a great 
thinker and French philosopher famous for say¬ 
ing "cogito ergo sum" -1 think therefore I am. I 
asked an old school friend, a classic scholar, what 
he would say if he was a painter, he replied 
"painto urgo sum" which means I paint therefore 
I am.

the road, saying he had not heard of 
any. 

“You can try for one, but when we 
tried for a pedestrian crossing four or 
five years ago, we got the bump 
[widened pavement],” he continued. 

“I’m not trying to be obstructive but 
I do think, at the end of the day, you 
can go to the county and ask for sup¬ 
port but don’t hold your breath. They 
will just give excuses not to give us the 
crossing and you’ll be very lucky to 
get all the traders on side.” 

Councillors agreed to hold a public 
consultation with residents, visitors 
and traders to gauge opinion on the 
pedestrian crossing and, if positive to 
request a crossing from Dorset County 
Council, which would then carry out a 
technical survey to see if a crossing would be viable. 

They then spoke about road safety concerns in both 
Timber Hill and the Colway Lane area in light of the 
continuing development of Woodberry Down. 

Speaking in the public forum, Timber Hill resident 
Mike Baker said that he and his neighbours had re¬ 
cently met to discuss their concerns with local MP 
Oliver Letwin, who had said he would support an ap¬ 
plication for traffic calming measures to Dorset 
County Council. 

Mr Baker said he did not think the traffic and po¬ 
tential increase in pedestrians was taken into full ac¬ 
count when West Dorset District Council approved 


plans for 15 affordable houses at the 
top of the hill, which he described as 
a “rat run”. He added that visibility at 
the proposed access point for the de¬ 
velopment was poor, and there were 
no pavements. 

Councillor Williams said he thought 
the only solution was to make a large 
section of Timber Hill one-way, erect¬ 
ing a “no entry” sign below Lyme 
Regis Golf Club and preventing traffic 
from travelling any further down the 
hill. 

Commenting on Colway Lane, he 
said he “did not know the answer” and 
“it would be nice” if it could be a one¬ 
way system but he was not sure this 
would work. 

The deputy town clerk, Mark Green, 
suggested that all traffic concerns 
could be considered during a walk around the town 
with Dorset County Council officers, which council¬ 
lors said was a “sensible” idea. 

Councillor Stephen Miller also suggested setting up 
a large-scale, table-top street plan of the whole town 
to give a view of everything at once. The mayor 
agreed, saying there were many minor things they 
could do to help ease traffic flow around the town for 
minimal cost, such as erecting further signage. 

It was agreed that the council would invite Dorset 
County Council officers on a walk around the town, 
to seek advice on Timber Hill, Colway Lane and the 
pedestrian crossing, as well as other traffic concerns.

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Mystery find could have belonged to Mary Anning

A METAL disc found by a detectorist on Church 
Cliff Beach, Lyme Regis, may have belonged to 
famous fossil collector Mary Anning. 

Donated to Lyme Regis Museum, the token is 
now a source of mystery. It is about 25mm in di¬ 
ameter, and 1mm thick. It is an alloy, possibly 
brass, old but not corroded or coated with concre¬ 
tion, but the exciting aspects of the mystery token 
are its inscriptions. 

On the obverse are impressed the words 
“MARY ANNING MDCCCX” (1810), and on 
the reverse it says “LYME REGIS AGE XI” 
(eleven). 

In 1810, Lyme’s own Mary Anning was 11 years 
old and had yet to find the first ichthyosaur, still 
less the plesiosaur which made her internationally 
famous. 

Historians at the museum are now asking what 
the token is and how it came to be on the beach, 
and have come up with several possible theories. 

The token was found on the beach below 
Church Cliffs, which is where Mary could well 
have lost it during a fossil collecting expedition. 

Mary’s home, battered and damaged by wind 
and weather, was demolished at the end of the 
19th century to make way for the erection of the 
museum on the same site. The token could have 
landed on the beach below during the process. 

Many items from the old rubbish tip have grad¬ 
ually found their way down to the beaches due to 
land slippage. The condition of the token indicates 
that it hasn’t spent 200 years in salty sand or water 
so it may have fallen from the tip. 

However, after it ended up on the beach, it is 
likely to have joined other debris which would 
have been swept along by tides and weather. 
Lyme has suffered many severe storms over the 
years including those of 2013-14, which removed 


sand on the lower levels of the eastern beaches 
and churned them up considerably. Many domes¬ 
tic items have been revealed along with the ex¬ 
citing fossil finds in that area. 

It is thought that Mary’s dad, Richard Anning, 
could well have made the token it for his daugh¬ 
ter as an eleventh birthday token. As a cabinet 
maker, he would have had the tools to impress a 
metal disc as he would have made metal labels 
for his furniture. 

Richard Anning died in November 1810, so 
making the disc for his daughter may have been 
one of his last actions, and perhaps a way of 
showing affection for the daughter his poverty 
and ill health meant he could do little for. 

A spokesperson for the museum said: “Other 
ideas about the origins of the token are that it 
could have been a personal identity disc, possibly

Sunday school. It could even have been an early 
tourist keepsake. 

“However, all these ideas seem unlikely so, 
overall, the possibility that the token actually did 
belong to Mary Anning and was made for her 
when she was 11 years old could well be true. 

“We may never know the real story behind the 
mysterious token found on the beach. However, 
it will be on display in Lyme Regis Museum, so 
visitors are encouraged to come and see it and de¬ 
cide for themselves the mystery of the Mary An¬ 
ning Token.”

my body, such as vitamins B and C. 

My visceral fat (the fat in the inter¬ 
nal abdominal cavity surrounding 
the vital organs) went down by 0.5%, 
which helps reduce the risk of certain 
diseases such as heart disease, high 
blood pressure and the onset of type 
2 diabetes. This linked with all the 
other results meant that my meta¬ 
bolic age has reduced to 24... not 
bad for a 31 year old! 

I am absolutely delighted with the 
results and the way I feel now. It was 
a high amount of activity that I was 
put through in those 4 weeks but it 
proves what can be done if you work 
hard, eat well and rest well! Before I 
started, although I didn't see myself 
as unhealthy, I was pretty lazy, really 
struggled to wake up in the mornings 
and felt a bit like I was past my best, 
especially since my knee injury. How¬ 
ever, in just 4 weeks I have made a 
great improvement to a healthier ver¬ 
sion of myself and it feels amazing. 

It genuinely has changed the per¬ 


son I am and it's something I'm now 
really motivated to continue with. I 
wake up in the mornings feeling 
good, when I eat I want to put the 
right nutrients into my body and I 
look forward to exercising and going 
to the gym a few times a week. I've 
really enjoyed the experience; it's not 
easy and requires a lot of hard work 
and effort but it's so rewarding and 
makes you feel fantastic. You are 
never too old and anyone can do it!

Lyme Matters

L AST week I wrote about 
Lyme’s talented and ever-in- 
creasing arts community. 

It prompted a few people to point 
out that the town also has a music 
heritage worthy of note, bringing 
much joy and pleasure to many. 

As the recently-appointed new 
president of Lyme Regis Musical 
Society (formerly the operatic soci¬ 
ety), I am certainly aware of this. 
Last year’s production of “Evita” 
was a high for local performers, 
winning rave reviews, and the pan¬ 
tomime society has brought great 
fun to the Marine Theatre stage, 
giving so many their first taste of 


performing in public. 

It got me thinking about other 
musical interests in the town. The 
first which comes to mind has to be 
the B Sharp project which has 
made such a difference to so many 
young lives and which has given 
them opportunities they could 


never have expected. 

Then there is Lyme Regis Town 
Band which has entertained the 
people of Lyme and district in fine 
style since its reformation as a 
legacy from the French Lieu¬ 
tenant’s Woman film in the 1980s, 
so gloriously led in those early days 


by Joe O’Donnell, followed by Pat 
Perry, John Powell and now Roger 
Grose. 

It’s sad that the Junior Band has 
not been able to stand the test of 
time but it succeeded for many 
years in introducing dozens of 
young people to music. 

The schools have done likewise, 
especially Woodroffe, where music 
has always been high on the cur¬ 
riculum and which spawned some 
wonderful musical ensembles over 
the years, including the highly-ac¬ 
claimed madrigal group and the 
current saxophonists and much in 
between. 


Worthy of mention for their con¬ 
tribution to the musical life of 
Lyme are the Shanty Singers 
(very popular), the Choral Society 
and Lyme Regis Singers, not for¬ 
getting St Michael’s Parish 
Church where organist Alex 
Davies presides over the wonder¬ 
ful Scrabl organ and the choir and 
bell ringers are much admired. 

And we should not forget that in 
recent times the jazz and folk fes¬ 
tivals have become part of Lyme’s 
summer scene, and Guitars On 
The Beach has emerged as one of 
the most unique musical events on 
the south coast, attracting thou¬ 
sands of musicians to the resort. 

What do they say? Music makes 
the world go round. It certainly 
gets Lyme in a spin. 

O TO those members of Lyme's 
art community who have - 
rather predictably - castigated 
me for my comments in last 
week's column on the sculpture 
trail, I have just one thing to 
say. Read it again. Eight para¬ 
graphs of praise and just one 
sentence in which I had the 
temerity to suggest that the 
trail had caused a great deal of 
discussion in the town - "not all 
of it positive". 


Trick or treaters - why so few knocks on our door this year? 


SO what's happened to Halloween? With in¬ 
creasing hype and focus on promotion every 
year, we were expecting more trick or treaters in An- 
ning Road than ever before. 

In past years I've heard that some parents have 
brought their kids into the Lyme estate because it's 
such a safe place for custom of trick or treating. 

We've always made sure we had ample supplies of 
treats for the kids and this year bought a tub of 40 
packets of sweets. We had our dinner early and sat 
waiting for the first knock on the door which usually 
start around 5.30pm. 

Six o'clock came and there were no callers. I even 
took to Twitter to ask where they all were. Daryl 
Turner came back to say there had been no callers in 


North Avenue either. 

I took a look outside the front door. There weren't 
many little ones around. A few houses had an illumi¬ 
nated pumpkin in their window. Perhaps this is a 
sign that the household was waiting for callers. I 
know some people are not keen on being disturbed. 
We wondered whether kids were advised at school 
only to call on houses joining in the fun. Or has the 
exposure to the dangers of sugar in confectionary 
had an impact on the number of parents who don't 
want their kids going hyper on E numbers? 

The first knock on the door came around 6pm from 
two of my favourite children who live close by - Josh 
and Jacob Denning - whose mum, Annette, makes 
sure her children support and are involved in as 


many local events and traditions as possible. What 
childhood memories they will have of life growing 
up in Lyme. 

There were a few more knocks on the door but not 
as many as usual, and we've been left with half a tub 
of sweet treats. 

Had this been last year, I could have donated them 
to the council whose habit of passing sweets around 
the Guildhall chamber at meetings was the subject 
of much derision.

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Diabetics urged to seek help 
early before trying for a baby 


DORSET women with diabetes who are trying for a 
baby are being urged to seek early support from 
health professionals to ensure they and their baby stay 
as healthy as possible. 

Dorset County Hospital has a dedicated team to 
support all women with diabetes in pregnancy, and 
those planning pregnancy. 

The joint antenatal clinic held in the Women’s 
Health Department brings together maternity, dia¬ 
betes and dietetics specialists so women can see 
everyone in one location and have their ultrasound 
scans at the same time. 

Diabetes consultant Dr Mo Lee Wong works closely 
with consultant obstetrician Audrey Ryan, diabetes 
specialist nurses, diabetes dietitians and diabetes mid¬ 
wives. 

She said: “We would like to highlight the impor¬ 
tance of planning pregnancy for all women with dia¬ 
betes. 

“Women with diabetes are encouraged to discuss 
planning pregnancy with their health care profes¬ 
sional, be it GP, practice nurse or consultant.” 

The team say there are several points to consider - 
that it can take several months to achieve target levels 
which means contraception should be used up to the 
point tighter control is achieved. 

Women are encouraged to take the higher dose 5mg 
folic acid before falling pregnant, which needs to be 
prescribed by a health care professional, rather than 
the much smaller dose obtained over the counter. 

Dr Wong added: “The National Diabetes in Preg¬ 
nancy Audit looks at all women who are pregnant and 
have known diabetes. The 2013 results have recently 
been published and this shows there are more preg¬ 
nant women with type two diabetes (44 per cent of 
all pregnant women with diabetes) compared to 10 
years ago (27 per cent). Many of these women have 
their routine diabetes care with their GP surgery, so 
the message would be to encourage GPs and practice

nurses to discuss pregnancy planning with these 
women and refer to the diabetes antenatal service for 
review. 

“The audit also found that 44 per cent of women 
were not taking any folic acid before getting pregnant. 
We hope to encourage women to obtain a prescription 
and start taking the high dose folic acid before trying 
for pregnancy. 

“Only one in five women were adequately pre¬ 
pared for pregnancy and nearly one in 10 women 
with type two diabetes had taken tablets that were po¬ 
tentially harmful during pregnancy. 

“We hope to spread the word to women with dia¬ 
betes as well as friends or family members of women 
with diabetes that planning and preparing for preg¬ 
nancy is very important. They are encouraged to 
speak to their health care professional about planning 
pregnancy and consider referring into the diabetes 
service before getting pregnant.”

The story of the Poppy 


DURING the First World War (1914-1918) much of the fighting took place 
in Western Europe. Previously beautiful countryside was blasted, bombed 
and fought over, again and again. The landscape swiftly turned to fields 
of mud, bleak and barren scenes where little or nothing could grow. 

Bright red Flanders poppies (Papaver rhoeas) however, were delicate 
but resilient flowers and grew in their thousands, flourishing even in the 
middle of chaos and destruction. In the spring of 1915, shortly after losing 
a friend in Ypres, a Canadian doctor, Lt Col John McCrae was inspired by 
the sight of poppies to write a now famous poem called "In Flanders 
Fields". 



Why Do You Wear a Poppy Beth? 


IN FRONT of an audi¬ 
ence of supporters, 
trustees and the Re¬ 
membrance Centre proj¬ 
ect team at the National 
Memorial Arboretum in 
Staffordshire, Sea Cadet 
Beth Molyneux shared 
her moving poem ex¬ 
plaining why she wears 
a poppy in memory of 
her father.

Commander Ian Molyneux, 
was shot and killed on board 
HMS Astute as it was docked 
in Southampton in April 
2011. His name is engraved 
on the Armed Forces Me¬ 
morial at the National Me¬ 
morial Arboretum. 


“ Why do you wear a Poppy 
Beth?” my friend asked , 

“I’d like to know... 

You are too young to remember, the 
wars from long ago!” 

I smiled the biggest smile, 

As big, as big can be, 

To show just what my poppy, 
Really means to me. 

As I began to tell her, 

I stood all nice and tall, 

And remembered what my Daddy 
said, 

When I was very small. 

You see, my Daddy was a sailor, 
He sailed beneath the sea, 
And when he was on his submarine, 
He was as happy as can be. 

My Daddy used to tell me, 
“Bethie...wearyour Poppy with 
PRIDE, 

It’s to send love to our force 
And remember those that died. 

When people see your poppy Beth, 
They’ll see how proud you are, 
To remember all those fighting, 
For our country, near and far”. 


Iam only 10-years-old, 

But it’s so important that I know, 
They were fighting for our freedom, 
In the wars so long ago. 

It is because of their sacrifice, 
That we are free, you see, 

To proudly fly our Union flag, 
For all the world to see. 

And it’s because of those still 
fighting, 

In wars across the world, 

That I can sleep safely in my bed, 
Free from any cares. 

Lots of those out fighting, 

To keep our country free, 

Are brave Mummies and Daddies, 
Of children, just like me. 

It’s why it’s so important, 
Whilst they are fighting hard, 

To look after all the children, 
And keep them safe from harm. 

Because, these children are the 
future, 

Of the country in which we live, 
The very country our armed forces. 
Are fighting to protect. 

There’s another special reason, 
That I wear my Poppy with pride, 
It’s because my Daddy, my hero, 
Bravely gave his life. 


He wasn’t away in a foreign land, 
He was on his submarine, 
Protecting the boat and her crew, 
In the name of Her Majesty the 
Queen. 

Now my Daddy is an angel, 

In heaven up above, 

With all the others that have died, 
For the country that they love. 

So when I wear my poppy, 

So proudly on my chest, 

It’s there to show our forces 
Really are the best. 

It’s to remember all those people, 
Who gave their lives for our today, 
And for my brave Daddy, my hero, 
Who in my heart will always stay. 

My friend listened to my story, 
And then quietly said, 

“I’d like to get a Poppy, 

To pin onto my chest. 

So I too can wear it proudly, 
For all the world to see, 

So I too will always remember, 
The reason I am free!” 


Poppies for Remembrance 


MCCRAE'S poem in turn inspired an American 
academic, Moina Michael to make handmade 
red silk poppies which were then brought to 
England by a French lady, Anna Guerin. The 
(Royal) British Legion, formed in 1921, ordered 
9 million of the poppies which they sold on 11 
November that year. The poppies sold out al¬ 
most immediately and that first ever 'Poppy Ap¬ 
peal' raised over £106,000, a huge amount of 
money at the time. 

The following year, Major George Howson, 
who had received the Military Cross for his role 
in the First World War, set up a factory off the 
Old Kent Road in London where five disabled 
ex-Servicemen began making poppies. 3 years 
later the Poppy Factory moved to its current site 
in Richmond, Surrey and today produces mil¬ 
lions of poppies each year.

Such was the demand for poppies in England in 1922 that few were 
reaching Scotland. Earl Haig's wife established the 'Lady Haig Poppy Fac¬ 
tory' in Edinburgh to produce poppies exclusively for Scotland. Over 5 
million Scottish poppies (which have four petals and no leaf unlike pop¬ 
pies in the rest of the UK) are still made by hand by disabled ex-Service¬ 
men at Lady Haig's Poppy Factory each year.

Drivers urged to prepare their cars for winter 


WITH winter on its way, Motor Codes, the 
government-approved consumer watch¬ 
dog for the automotive industry, is urging 
motorists to'winter-proof'their cars. Its on¬ 
line winter driving tips will help drivers to 
ensure their vehicles are prepared for 
winter driving conditions, and help avoid 
expensive repairs. 

Bill Fennell, Managing Director, Motor 
Codes, said, "Winter doesn't officially begin 
until 21 December this year, but there is no 
time like the present to ensure that an¬ 
tifreeze is topped up, tyres and brakes are 
working well and your windscreen is clear. 

"Drivers needn't wait for an official Met 
Office warning. If they follow our winter 
driving tips, their cars will be winter-ready 
-and this will make journeys safer for them, 
their passengers and other road users. 
Whatever the forecast for winter, drivers 
need be able to rely on their cars and make 
them as safe as possible." 

Here are Motor Codes' top 10 tips to 
winter-proofing your car: 

I.Top up antifreeze 

It's an obvious tip, but you'd be amazed 
by the number of people who fail to main¬ 
tain the right level of antifreeze in their ve¬ 
hicle. Without adequate antifreeze, 
sub-zero temperatures can do untold dam¬ 
age to your engine. Your manual will tell 
you the best type of antifreeze for your car 
and the amount you should use. Safety first! 
Never replenish fluids (oil, coolant, wiper 
fluid) straight after you've driven the car - 
wait until it's cooled down. 


2. Make sure your windscreen is clear 

In the winter, spray, grit and slush can ob¬ 
scure the view through your windscreen 
and compromise your safety. Your wind¬ 
screen wipers and washer fluid are the only 
defence against this. So make sure the 
wipers are working smoothly and don't 
leave streaks, and that the washer fluid is al¬ 
ways topped up. 

Keep a supply of washer fluid, ideally 
mixed with de-icer, in the boot. Don't be 
tempted to replenish the fluid compart¬ 
ment with water and washing-up liquid - 
you'll end up with a fogged-up windscreen. 

Other road-users need to be able to see 
you, so check that all your driving lights (in¬ 
cluding foglights) are working properly and 
wipe them clean once a week. 

3. Keep your battery charged 

Your car battery works harder during the 
winter months: the heating's on full-blast, 
de-misters are working overtime and, be¬ 
cause of the shorter daylight hours, head¬ 
lights are on for longer. As if that's not 
enough, cold temperatures also reduce the 
battery's capacity. It's important you know 
the health of your battery - the last thing 
you want is to be met by silence the next 
time you try to turn on the engine. 

4. Check your tyres 

Balding tyres are a safety hazard at any 
time, but in winter the risks of an accident 
are even greater. So make sure that all four 
tyres have the safe amount of tread. Legally, 
the depth of the tread must be at least 
1.6mm but, for peace of mind, 2-3mm is 


recommended. You may even want to in¬ 
vest in a set of winter tyres, particularly if 
you live in a rural or hilly area. 

5. Test your brakes 

The roads are wetter and more slippery in 
winter than at any other time of the year, so 
it's vital that your brakes are up to 
the task. Some newer cars are fitted with 
sensors that will tell you when the brakes 
need replacing. Otherwise, you can ask 
your local garage to test your brake pads, 
discs and pipes. 

6. Protect your car body 

Nothing ages your car body quicker than 
exposure to the grit and salt sprinkled on the 
roads in the winter. Prevention is definitely 
better than cure when it comes to keeping 
corrosion at bay, so wash and wax your car 
before the harsh weather sets in. If you have 
to park outside during the winter months, 
consider buying a good quality car cover. 

7. Replace belts and hoses 

Cold temperatures can weaken the rub¬ 
ber belts and hoses under your car's bon¬ 
net, and you don't want something to snap 
out on the road on a cold winter's night. Al¬ 
though in most cases they get checked at 
service time every 30,000 miles or so, it's al¬ 
ways a good idea to let a mechanic give 
them a once-over before the first cold snap 
arrives, as there may be potential weak 
points susceptible to the cold weather. 

8. Don't run the tank empty 

In sub-zero temperatures, your fuel-line 
may freeze up meaning that your car 
won't start. You can prevent this simply by 


making sure your fuel tank is always more 
than half-full. 

9. Keep an emergency kit 
Keep an emergency kit in your car in case 
you break down and find yourself stuck out 
in the cold. Your kit should include boots, 
blankets, torch and batteries, first aid kit, 
jump leads, shovel, road atlas, de-icer and 
sunglasses (winter sun can be dazzling). 

10. Get a timely service 
You can address many of these winter¬ 
proofing tips in one go by paying a visit to 
your local garage. Many now offer special 


winter checks, including ensuring tyres are 
in good condition, mechanical parts are lu¬ 
bricated and essential lubricants topped 
up. Remember that keeping up-to-date 
with the recommended service schedule 
will help keep your car in good condition all 
year round - and protect any warranty. 

If you're in doubt about whether your car 
is winter-ready, check out Motor Codes' 
handy infographic guide at www.motor- 
codes.co.uk/wintertips.You can also use the 
site's garage finder to search for a local 
garage to help give you peace of mind.

in the Rio 2016 Paralympics. 

The Russian has proved invinci¬ 


ble in the T36 100m, 200m and 
400m ‘s over the past three years, 
and the Dorchester athlete admitted 
that he made things easier for him 
with his tactics in the 400m in Doha 
last week, but he is set to break his 
stranglehold by building his 
strength before Brazil. 

Talking to View Sport between 
arriving home on Monday from the 
IPC World Championships and jet¬ 
ting off for a well earned holiday, 
Blake admitted he made it easy for 
Shvetcov by not going out harder 
from the start to try and stretch the 
Russian more, and as a conse¬ 
quence never gave himself a real 
chance of winning and had to settle 
for a silver. 

However he got his tactics spot 
on in the 800m in which he was the 
defending champion. 

Against another Russian Artem 
Arefyev, who had run the fastest 
time this season, Blake made no 
mistake. 

A much slighter build that both 
his bigger and more powerful ri¬ 
vals, Blake has the disadvantage in 


a sprint finish, so uses his extraor¬ 
dinary consistent pace as he did in 
the 800m final. 

He set off in the lead and went 
through the bell in 62.63 seconds 
and by the back straight on the sec¬ 
ond lap had built up a 15m lead on 
Arefyev, and although the Russian 
made some inroads into his lead in 
the final 110m he could not over¬ 
haul the GB men’s captain who 
took the gold in 2:06:89. 

Blake said: “My coach Rob 
Elchuck and I had a plan to run the 
first lap in 62/63 seconds which I 
was able to do comfortably, and 
then to hold my form. 

“I knew with a 15m lead he was 
going to have to tank it to catch me, 
and although he started to cut the 
margin slightly as I came down the 
straight as I began to tie up a bit in 
the last 50m , I was confident of the 
gold. 

“I’m really looking forward to 
Rio next year as I’m certain if I 
work on my speed and strength, 
I’m certain I can beat Shvetcov and 
land the double!”
